Trade  sizes  of  bulbs  are:  No.  1  -  I'^inch;  No,  2  -  l^inch  or  over;  No.  3  -  1-inch  or 
over;  No.  4,  3/4- inch  or  over;  No.  5  -  1/2  to  3/4- inch;  No.  6  -  I/2  inch  down  to 

1/4  inch.  Standard  trace  practice  is:  No.  1  ani  2  are  ler^e  bultes;  Nt.  5  and  4  med¬ 

ium,  and  No.  5  and  6  small.  My  bulbs  arfe  grade#  accordingly,  except  that  I  do  not 
ship  any  No.  6  with  the  small  size.  If  you  wish  No.  6,  you  should  only  pay  what  they 
are  worth.  Largest  kulbs  of  the  grade  ordered  which  I  have  on  hand,  are  shipped. 
Large  feulbs  should  be  used  for  exhibition  spike  growing.  Medium  of  most  varieties 
give  very  nearly  as  good  a  spike  and  are  a  very  considerable  saving.  Personally,  I 

never  buy  anything  larger  than  a  No.  3  and  usually  4s,  5s  er  6s.  Small  (No^.  5)  of 

most  kinds  give  fair  bloom  and  make  fine  bulbs  for  next  year,  and  most  hulblets.^ 
Days-to-bloom  given  are  approximate  and  for  comparision  purpeses  rnly.  70  days  is  a 
very  early  glad,  and  over  105  is  very  late  for  this  region.
